Many 
years must elapse before it will ba 
possible to tell with certainty which 
kind of concrete is most permanent. 
When last examined many of the col- 
umns were virtually unaffected; but 
others were badly eroded. The col- 
umns that contain the largest propor- 
tion of cement mixed wet have so far 
shown the least wear. Of rwo columns 
made with one part of cement to ona 
of sand and two of stone, the 02.8 
mixed dry was badly eroded over its 
entire length, whereas the other, -which. 
was mixed very wet, was only slightly 
pitted.. The experiments, it is expected, 
will throw much light upon a prob- 
lem that has long perplexed construc- 
tion engineers. — Youth's Companion.

Xo one can. have failed to observe 


ho~w greatly the size of his daily paper 
has dwindled, how, in fact, everything 
which entails the consumption of pa- 
per exhibits a strict ecoomny. This is 
owing to the shortage of paper due to 
the war, and it is quite possible that 
if the war lasts for any considerable 
time practically all English, daily pa- 
pers will consist of a single sheet. Al- 
ready this step has been necessitated 
In France. 
; 


Some 15,000 tons of news and white 


paper in reel made from wood pulp 
are consumed each week in this coun- 
try. 
Already the consumption haa 


risen 25 per cent owing to the ab- 
normal demand for war news—it would 
certainly have been greater were it 
not for the curtailment in size, ilost 
of the paper used in England—about 
11.500 tons—is manufactured in this 
country, but about 2,600 tons comes 
each week from, the continent and 
900 tons from Newfoundland. 


The former source has already com- 


pletely dried up. the immediate re- 
sult being to send up the prica of 
paper -A-Mca before the outbreak of 
the v.-ar was about one penny a pouzd. 
to 1-1 pence. And it will probably 
rise much higher.—English Exchange.

HARD TO INTERRUPT SERVICE 


Common Mistake That Wireless Com- 


munication Can 
Be Easily 
In- 


terfered With. 


Many suppose that it. Is possible for 


an enemy to disrupt and suspend all 
wireless communication at will by pro- 
ducing very powerful waves of irreg- 
ular length; in other words, by inter- 
ference or "jamming." 
According to 


Commander F. G. Loring of I he Brit- 
ish navy, such tactics are seldom suc- 
cessful. 
It is very hard, if not im- 


possible, to "jam" a well-organized 
wireless service, for there are many 
ways, both technical and methodical, 
to defeat such an intention. 
It the 


enemy attempts interference, he must 
put his own wireless communication 
completely out of action for the time 
being, with no certain prospect of se- 
riously inconveniencing the communi- 
cation of his opponent. Commander 
Loring also believes that the risk of 
having the signals of the fleet inter- 
cepted by an enemy is very slight. 
"Co-operation between operators, with 
full knowledge of each other's meth- 
ods, is extremely important when han- 
dling difficult code messages, and the 
more skilled the organization, the 
more difficult it is for a strange op- 
erator to take down with the neces- 
sary accuracy the groups of a code 
message. 
He cannot ask for the 


repetition of doubtful groups, and he 
lias no intimate and daily familiarity 
with the methods of the sender to as- 
sist him in his task. And, after all, 
giving the enemy every advantage, 
giving him a perfect record of the sig- 
nals, the ":ey oi. the code to his hand, 
and equal iacihry of skill and lan- 
guage to translate it for use—a most 
important combination, it must be ad- 
mitted—he has still tailed to prevent 
the 
all-important information from 


reaching its destination." — Youth's 
Companion.

A Terrible Weapon. 


A new weapon has been provided 


[or the United States army which is 
far more efficient than any heretofore 
adopted. It was invented and is used, 
by the French military authorities, 
and already nearly a. hundred have 
been purchased by the United States.
